Yet, when it is proposed in Congress to 
confiscate even the property of the rebel 
k aders, the mcasure is fiercely resisted by 
the Vallandighamers and certain 
Republicans like Cowan in the Senate and 
Dunn in the House. They allege that a 
confiscation enactment will erasperate the 
traitors! will cause laccrated feelings and 
bad blood, and prolong the war! But 
they have no care or thought for the lacer- 
ated feelings of loyal men who have 
been despoiled and beggared by 
the rebel villains. When the rebel Oon- 
gress were discussing the bills to confiscate 
the property of Unionists, did any of them 
resist their enactment on the grounds that 
“ Yankees” would be “exasperated” and 
made more desperate ?- Nothing of the 
kind. They were at war with the govern- 
ment.

[Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune.] 
Carmo, June 18, 1962. 

A gentleman who arrived from Corinth this 
morning says that many of the rounded hil- 
locks by the road side in the viciaity of 
Corinth, supposed to have contained the 
bodies of buried rebels, have been discovered 
to be recepticles of guns and ammunition. 
Our forces have discovered fifteen pieces of 
artillery and large numbers of small arms thus 
ingeniously concealed.

The Department of the Shenandoah is ex- 
tended eastward to inclade Piedmont District 
and Bull Mountain range.
